Clarence K. Wooster, third vice president 
of the People’s Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany, committed suicide in his apartments, 
8500 Ellis avenue, by cutting his throat with 
a razor yesterday morning. 

Extreme mental depression and melan- 
cholia, brought on by a heat stroke which he 
suffered while at work in his office three 
weeks ago today, is given as the cause of 
the suicide. Mr. Wooster’s body was found 
on the floor of the lavatory and the razor 
was beside At. The jugular vein was sev- 
ered and death followed in a few minutes. 

The coroner’s jury found that Mr. Wooster 
had committed’ suicide while insane as a 
result of a heat prostration. His eccounts 
are in perfect condition, hig associates say, 
and he was prosperous financially, 


Servant Finds Master Dead. 

Mr. Wooster’s servants, Frederick G. Ful- 
ler and his wife, were the only persons pres- 
ent in the apartments when be ended his 
life. The body was found by Fuller, who 
rushed into the lavatory upon hearing Mr. 
Wooster fall. He was horrorstricken to find 
his employer dead om the floor with a deep 
gash in his throat, from which the blood 
was flowing. 

Assisted by his wife, Fuller lifted the body 
and carried it into a sitting room, where it 
was placed on a couch. Then he summoned 
Dr. George W. Whitfield and Dr. B. L. Riese, 
who had attended Mr. Wooster daily since 
he suffered the heat stroke, three weeks ago. 
Both physicians hurriedly answered the sum- 
mons, and arrived shortly after Mr. Woos- 
ter’s body was found. 

An examination was made, following which 
Dr. Whitfield announced that Mr, Woogs- 
ter’s death had been nearly instantaneous. 
After having summoned the physicians the 
man servant notified James F. Meagher, 
general counsel of the gas company, Wal- 
ter D. Gregory, and other of Mr. Wooster’s 
associates in business, who arrived imme- 
diately. The coroner’s office was notified at 
once, and preparations begun for holding 
the inquest

He 
walked back and forth in the dining room 
a few times apparently engrossed in deep 
thought. 

At this time another of. Mr. Wooster’s 
friends, John Jones, a member of the board 
of trade, called him up on the telephone 
and asked him to dinner and to take a drive 
with him. Mr. Wooster, who appeared per- 
feetly rational, answered courteously that 
he’expected to go out with Mr. Meagher. 

While Fuller was busying himself with set- 
ting the food on the table for breakfast, Mr. 
Wooster stopped a moment at the table and 
looked at the food. 

After standing in this position a moment 
with his hands leaning on the table Mr. 
Wooster suddenly straightened up and with- 
out a word walked out of the room and en- 
tered the lavatory. A few minutes after 
that, Fuller, who remained in the dining 
room ready to serve the breakfast, heard a 
heavy fall in the lavatory. 


Hears Fall; Finds Master Dead.

COURTROOM IS BESIEGED. 


Prisoner Is Resened, Thrown on 
Train, and Rushed te Chicago. 


An assault on Erna Overbreck, 16 years old, 
in Park Ridge yesterday afternoon, almost 
resulted in the lynching of Charles C. John- 
son, an engineer, who was dragged from the 
police by a mob, from which he was rescued 
in turn, and hurled on board a train and 
rushed to Chicago. 

Five minutes after the assault Johnson 
was caught by Policeman J. Duval, who was 
on the way to the police station with his 
prisoner when he was intercepted by crowds 
who had heard of the attack. Despite Du- 
-val’s plucky fight, the prisoner was taken 
from him. 

The crowd marched Johnson to the offices 
of Justice of the Peace R. R. Gulick and de- 
manded a speedy trial. By this time the mob 
had increased in size and an attempt was 
made to break into the small courtroom. 
Some one in the crowd had secured a rope, 
and the shout of “ Lynch him!" 


Justice Pleads with the Mob. 

“ This man is a prisoner of the law, and no 
matter what he has done he shall have a fair 
trial,” Justice Gulick declared. “‘ Do nothing 
that will cause you later to feel even more 
guilty. than he.”’ 

Breaking into the room, several men at- 
tempted to seize Johnson, but, waving them 
back, Policeman Duval placed himself be- 
tween them and their intended prey and with 
a revolver in his hand shouted that he meant 
business. 

“Unless you turn that man over to us,” 
called a burly laborer, thrusting himself for- 
ward and shaking his fist in the air, “ we will 
burn the house above your heads.”

‘GUERRA STILL FIGHTING? 


Paso Real Telegraphs Complete 
Rout of Insurrectos; Many 
Are Slain.

HAVANA, Sept. 9.—In the most important 

battle during the present revolution the gov- 
ernment appears to have won a temporary 
advantage at Consolacion del Sur by check-. 
ing Pino Guerra’s victorious march through 
Pinar del Rio. 

According to some reports loyal troops 
yesterday were abie to cut their way through 
the rebels, join the men commanded by Gen. 
Pedro Diaz on an armored train, and drive 
the main insurgent body eastward. 

Still, advices received in Havana today 

unsatisfactory 


immediately. 

Another account of the battle was brought 
by men who arrived earlier in the evening 
from Paso Real with stories that the armored 
train, which left Havana on Friday, had met 
with obstacles beyond Herradura, had been 
thrown from the tracks and its 300 men, ma- 
thine guns, horses, and equipment captured. 
Ae these tales were confirmed by the West- 
ern railroad’s first telegraphic advices from 
Paso Real, they were believed to be true unt'! 
authentic reports of actual occurrences were 
wired by those who had returned to Paso 
Real from the scene. 

Many persons in Havana still believe that 
Guerra has taken the train, and that he will 
edvaence on the capital. 

Rumors fly on every side about the insur- 
gents’ plans to capture the city. The story 


generally credited is that Col. Asbert will 


bring men ingjo Vedado while Guerra goes 
around by way of Guanabacoa. 


Avalos Reaches Armored Train. 
Col. Avalos. who was believed to be sur- 
gounced in Pinar del Rio city,and the armored 
train have made a junction east of Conso- 


The train proceeded on genes 4 evening 
from Paso Rea] to two and one-third miles 
@ast of Consolacion de] Sur. at which point 
the rails had been removed. There were re- 
aced a locomotive and three cars which had 
thrown from the track. 

Thereupon the insurgents &ttacked, but 
were driven off by the two machine guns 
handled by Capt. Webster. 
that many insurgents were killed, but the 
mumber is not known. 

Meanwhile a large portion of Col. Avalos’ 
force had gone eastward from Pinar del R!o

At Consolacion del 
Sur their advance was disputed by a large 
band of insurgents and a lively fight ensued. 
The insurgents were driven off and several 
of them were killed or wounded.

Pinar Is Still Incommunicado. 

‘As the bridges westward near Puerta Golpe 
“have been destroyed also, no trains can op- 
¢@rate from Pinar del Rio in either direction. 
Both the railroad and the telegraph lines con- 
tinue in use to Paso Real. 

Two hundred and fifteen men and four ma- 
thine guns, commanded by Lieut. Col. Clews, 
gptarted for Paso Real tonight with horses, 
supplies of provisions, and quantities of 
‘yapid fire ammunition. The sending of this 
force was hastened by the false news of a 
disaster. 

Reports received by the government say 
that 200 insurrectionists were killed in the 
encounter, but these figures are not consid- 
ered authentic. 

A fight is reported to have taken place at 
Guanajay. in Santa Clara province. There 
were flerce machete charges, and the rebels 
retired. Several of them were wounded and 
five were captured. News of the suspension 
ef hostilities reached here this afternoon. 

Practically all the Insurgents in the prov- 
inces of Havana and Santa Clara have ceased 
operations for the present, in accordance with 
the tentative agreement with the peace com- 
miseioners. 

The fourth week of the rebellion opens 
with the government's forces better equipped 
and improved in discipline, though enlist- 
ments are slow. 


Call to Congress Criticised. 

President Palma's action in calling a spe- 
cial session of congress is meeting with some 
@dverse criticism. Many persons believe 
that no good purpose will be served by a 
discussion of the causes of the war and of 
peace proposals by the congress. 

The veterans’ peace committee continues 
hopeful of being able to persuade Guerra .o 
cease activities temporarily and possibly of 
inducing him to come to Havana and join 
im the negotiations for peace. But the atti- 
tude ofthe leading liberals continues to pre- 
@lude hopes of an immediate peace. 

At the veterans’ meeting this afternoon 
@ resolution was formally adopted to use all 
peaceful, means to stop the war, and, if these 
failed, to raise an army sufficient to crush 
it by force. 

Meanwhile intervention by the United 
States is being discussed on all sides. Many 
Cubans who hitherto were not favorable to 
intervention now believe that it will be the 
only means of placing Cuba permanently in 
her rightful position. 

Col. Avalos Saves Day. 

PASO REAL, Cuba, Sept. 9.—The govern- 
ment troop train which left Havana on Fri- 
day and jumped the track two and one-third 
miles east of Consolacion de] Sur was sur- 
rounded by several hundred insurgents com-

Battalions and Regiments Brought 
Up to Highest State of Efficiency—

and Witness Work of Troops. 


LIEGNITZ, Prussia, Sept. 9.—Two armies, 
each of abvut 40,000, began tonight the task 


, of working-out a theoretical problem of war 


under the personal supervision of Emperor 


William. 

The location of the various commands and 
their general objectives have been commu- 
nicated in confidence to the newspaper cor- 
respondents as a key to the operations, but 
are not for publication until Wednesday. 

A strong -effort is being made to simulate 
actual conditions of war. All the battalions 
and ‘regiments have been brought to a war 
footing, and the operations will be continu- 
ous, night and day, until the umpires signal 
their cessation, which probably will be on 
Thursday. 

State of War Begun. 

A estate of war began this evening, and 
over this historic region associated with the 
glory of Frederick the Great and the disas- 
ters of the Napoleonic period troops are de- 
training. 

The Blue army, under Gen. von Lindequist, 
is coming from the north to engage the Red 
forces, commanded by Gen. von Woyrich, 
which are lying somewhere between here and 
the Austrian frontier. 

The emperor with his ‘numerous foreign 
guests is spending the night at Breslau and 
will start for the field of the maneuvers at 4 
o'clock tomorrow morning. 


American Officers Present. 


The American officers who are to witness 
the maneuvers, with Emperor William and 


Empress Augusta Victoria, took part in the ° 


field religious service held in the public 
square at Breslau this morning and after- 
wards witnessed the unveiling of a monu- 
ment to Carl von Clausewitz, the great Ger- 
man master of theoretical warfare, from 
whom Moltke drew his principles of strategy.

TC. INCLUDE CONFERENCE ON GAIN- 
FULLY EMPLOYED WOMEN. 


Exhibition Proper Will Display Actual 
Scenes in Sweatshops—Other Booths 
Will Reveal How Girls Are Em- 
ployed in the Stockyards, in Iron 
Foundries, in Canning Plants, and 
in Different Kinds of Factories in 
This City. 


Vivid pictures, not only of “ sweat shop ” 
conditions, but of the way in which thous- 
andy of girls and women are obliged to toil, 
will be shown in the ‘“‘ women’s industrial ex- 
hibition’ which the labor unions, settle- 
ments, and women's clubs are planning to 
hold in Chicago next February. 

It was intended originally as an exhibition 
of the ‘‘ sweated trades,’’ but at a meeting 
held yesterday afternoon at the residence of 
Mrs. Charles Henrotin, 251 Goethe street, its 
promoters determined not only to expand it 
to include all women who work but to hold 
in connection therewith a three days’ con- 
ference on “‘ the gainfully employed woman.” 

The exhibition proper will be unique in this 
city. Besides the booths showing the Italian 
woman tolling by hand over heaps of cloth- 
ing material will be other booths showing 
girls and women in a variety of factory oceu- 
pations. There will be girls from the stock- 
yards, from the iron foundries, twiffe mills, 
‘cigar factories, canning plants, besides girls 
making horse shoe nails, binding books, and 
making gloves. 


Exhibits from Trade Schools. 


The exhibition committee will meet in ex- 
ecutive session at 4 o’clock Wednesday aft- 
ernoon in the rooms of the Chicago Tuber- 
culosis institute in the Unity building. 

Its membership includes Mrs. Charles Hen- 
rotin, Mrs. Lenora Hamlin, Dr. H. B. Favill, 
Prof. Graham Taylor, Miss Harriet Fulmer, 
Chief Sanitary Inspector Hedrick, Prof. C. 
R. H.nderson of the University of Chicago, 
Allen Burns of Northwestern University set- 
tlement, Miss Mary McDowell, Fred G Hopp 
of the cigarmakers’ union, R. D. Hogan of 
the typographical union, Miss Fitzpatrick, 
president of the Woman’s Union Label 
league; Mrs. Harriet Vandervaart, and Miss 
Anna Nicholes.

HORSHEALLS: WOMANEOR? 


‘AUTOMOBILES FRIGHTEN ANIMAL 
MRS. BEULAH BUCK RIDES. 


Notwithetanding Her Severe Injaries 
She Jumps Up and Mounts the 
Beast Again, Only to Collapse — Ie 
Taken Home in a Carriage—Acci- 
dent Happens in Grand Boulevard, 
and Plucky Equestrienne Says She 
Will Conquer Her Steed. 


Frightened By the “ honking ” automobiles 
which whizzed past it a horse on which Mrs. 
Beulah Buck, 4433 Prairie avenue, was rid- 
ing Saturday afternocn, became unmanage- 
able.and fell with her to the pavement, injur- 
ing its rider severely. In her excitement and 
determination to master the animal Mrs. 
Buck did not realize she had been injured 
and remounted the horse only to collapse. 
She was saved from another nasty fall by a 
South Park policeman who ran to her rescue. 

In company with Miss Ona May Wilson of 
Denver, who is visiting her, Mrs: Buck was 
taking her afternoon ride. Both women 
scorn to ride astride and this fact is partly 
responsible for the accident. They were 
cantering southward in the west drive of 
Grand boulevard when at Forty-fifth street 
several automobiles came up swiftly behind 
them. The horse on which Miss Wilson was 
riding paid no attention to the horns or 
whistles, but Mrs. Buck’s horse began to 
rear and plunge. 

Horse Rears and Falls. 

Mrs. Buck is an excellent horsewoman and 
says she was not frightened. The animal 
danced about on its hind legs and Mrs. Buck 
tried to get her foot out of the stirrup, but 
could not. At the same time she found her 
dress was caught on the saddie horn and her 
efforts to loosen this only wedged her foot 
in the stirrup the tighter. The horse was 
almost under control when a big red auto- 
mobile in which several men were riding 
whizzed by with a warning honk. This was 
too much for the horse and it reared again, 
slipped to its haunches on the wet pavement 
and fell over with Mrs. Buck underneath. 

The fall loosened Mrs. Buck’s foot from the 
stirrup and she jerked herself away when the 
now thoroughly frightened animal rose to its 
feet. Her fighting blood was up and she was 
determined to ride the horse and show her- 
self the master. It was some little time be- 
fore she could, remount, but this. she did, 
only to collapse almost immediately. She 
was taken to her house in a carriage and Dr. 
William M. Joyce summoned. . It was found 
the woman had suffered severe bruises on her 
back, hip, and right arm while her left leg 
was badly sprained. She will be confined to 
her bed for several days. 

Determined to Master Horse. 

“I was determined not to let that horse.get 
the best of me,” she said yesterday. ‘* Of 
course I’ve been thrown before, but usually 
I’ve been able to conquer a frightened horse, 
and I would have done so this time but for a 
big red automobile which came up just at the 
psychological moment. Even then I don’t 
believe I would have been hurt save for the 
wet pavement. When I get out I’m going 
to take that horse and ride it over an auto- 
mobile if necessary to cure it of its fear.”’

PHILADELPHIA PABORISTS WANT 
STUDENTS TO “CARRY CARD.” 


Proposition Is Adwanced for “Closed 
Shop” in Public Schools by the Cen- 
tral Labor Body on Learning That 
Board of Education Intends to 
Teach Bricklaying and Like Trades 
in New School—Booker Washing- 
ton’s Institute a Menace. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 9.—[Specia}].J— 
“* Cloged schools’’ is the latest adaptation 
of the principles of trade unionism which 
members of the Central Labor union, Phila- 
delphia’s paramount labor body, want to see 
carried out. 

Children are to wear to school the union 
buttons of their fathers’ crafts. The non- 
union child is to have brought home to him 
or her by ultimate expulsion a realizing sense 
of the danger of defying unionism. 

Lessons on the evils of the open shop will 
form a part of the future curriculum as ad- 


vocated by the school reformers today. 

‘‘ Most teachers are women,”’ said Delegate 
Collins, who is a leader, “‘ and some may be 
too ‘ stuck up’ to join a union like acommon 
workingman, but they will come around toit 
all right, as they have in Chicago.” 


New School Cause of Plan. 

The matter came) before the union by reae 
son of a complaint concerning a trades 
schoo] which the board of education will 
open as an adjunct|to the public school sys- 
tem this week. | The city already has a 
manual! training school on the high school 
order, but. the hew school is designed, to 
afford more elementary instruction. 

Boys will be admitted from the age of 15 
years up in the day classes. They will re- 
ceive instruction in bricklaying, bookmaking, 
printing, painting, and many other crafts. 

A delegate from the bookbinders’ union pre- 
sented a series of resolutions from his or- 
ganization calling on all union men to take 
notice of the inndvation and to reflect on its 
possible consequences. It was declared that 
the school would be a nursery for nonunion- 
iste, and that young men graduated after 
a three years’ course would take the jobs 
from unjon men. 

Robert Glocking,| international president 
of the bookbindere’) union, took the floor to 
discuss the question. Glocking said: 

‘The injection. of a trades school into the 
educational system has a plausibie look, and 
might not be easy to combat. But the gen- 
eral experience of labor hasbeen that new 
elements introduced into the public school 
system by so-called philanthropists are 
worthy of watching|by laboring men. Work- 
ingmen should be'on guard against insidious 
changes which it is proposed to graft on the 
schoo! system.” 

Schools Compete with Unions. 

Glocking asserted that articles made in 
some industrial schoole had been sold in 
competition with union labor products. He 
instanced Booker Washington’s school at 
Tuskegee as one of this kind and told his 
fellow unionists how a New York philan- 
thropist, who interested himself in the es- 
tablishment of a bricklaying school, had 
managed to build a row of houses through 
the industry of the pupils. ’

JILS PRINGESS FOR LOVE 


GERMAN COUNT WEDS POOR SHOP 
GIRL HE WRONGED AT HOME. 


Extied to America Young Aristocrat 
Sacrifices Name and Fortune to 
Save His Honor—Secures Work A« 
Chauffeur, Then Cables for Girl 
Kaiser Frowned On—They Are Mar- 
ried at Ossining, N. Y., in Board- 
ing House. 


New York, Sept. 9.—[Special.}—In the wed- 
ding today at Ossining of Count Hans Ferdi- 
nand vom Hochberg, heir to the duchy of 
Rohnstock, playmate and companion of the 
German crown prince, nephew of Princess 
Marie von Saxe-Weimar, and cousin of 
Grand Duke Michael von Saxe-Weimar, was 
revealed a remarkable romance, involving 
a man’s supreme sense of honor, that prompt- 
ed the sacrifice of name, fame, and fortune 
to marry a poor shop girl. 

In some respects the story is a parallel to 
Tolstoi’s “ Ressurection ’’; in others it has 
no paraliel even in fiction. It is a story that 
has agitated the German court, that caused 
the resignation of the superintendent of the 
royal opera in Berlin, that estranged a dozen 
ancient German families and that has sep- 
arated father and son. 

Duty alone destined Count Ferdinand von 
Hochberg to marry a woman so far beneath 
his station in life. Louise Carow is her name, 
the daughter of a workman he met while he 
was once in daily attendance at the imperial 
palace as an officer of the first regiment of 
German infantry, the kaiser’s personal body- 
guard. 

The Hine of duty he chose was beset with 
many obstacles. First of all there came the 
disgrace, for at the time of his decision he 
was to have married a princess of one of the 
reigning families. Then there was his 
father’s threat of disinheritance, later car- 
ried out. Lastly there was dismissal from 
the army. 

Exile in America Feeds Love. 

But he was determined in his decision in 
spite of the great sacrifices that had to be 
made. And when they sent him to America, 
hoping he would forget, he gave up the remit- 
tance that came monthly and engaged him- 
self as a chauffeur in Tarrytown. Then he 
cabled to Louise Carow, the shop girl, and 
begged her to come here to be his wife. 

He had married her in Germany, but that 
marriage, at the request of his father and his 
mother, was set aside by the kaiser. So he 
married her again today in the presence of a 
little daughter that had been born to them 
a week ago. 

The ceremony was performed in a boarding 
house on Waller avenue, where Count Ferdi- 
nand has a small bedroom. The Rev. Dr. 
McWilliams of the Ossining Presbyterian 
church officiated. There was no music, no 
choir, nothing but the clatter of dishes as 
dinner was being laid in the next room. 


Jilts Princess to Wed Shopgirl. 

Probably never since baronial times has the 
house of Hochberg known such a romance. 
The young Ferdinand is a son of Count Bolko 
von Hochberg, lord of Rohnstock castle, in 
Silesia, superintendent of the royal opera in 
Berlin, and composer of “ Clausine”’’ and 
“ Werwolf.” His mother, formerly Princesse 
Christine Eleanor von Schonaich-Caraloth, is 
a cousin of the Crown Princess Cecilie. 

When his marriage with the princess was 
arranged the betrothal was announced with 
great ceremony in the palace, and the count 
and bride to be were both presented to the 
kaiser. 

As the day of his wedding dréw close it wae 
discovered that Louisé Carow was about to 
become a mother. He told his father of this 
fact and of his decision to marry her. This 
the father tried to frustrate, offering the girl 
a life pension. The news caused a great com- 


@otion at court and the cancellation of the 


count’s wedding scandalised Germany. 

In exasperation the father finally sent him 
to America, allowing him a monthly remit- 
tance. 


Works as Chauffeur for Living. 
But the young man could not bring him- 


self to abandon the girl, or even consent to 


pensioning her. He had come here with let- 
ters to many prominent persons. Through 
the influence of his attorney, George C. Har- 
rison, he obtained a position as chauffeur, 
and, to the astonishment of the few who 
knew his identity, he succeeded in work that 


he did not know, and at last was confident 


he could make a living here. Then he cabled 
to Louise Carow to-come to him. 

She escaped from Germany with difficulty 
and when the police in Berlin discovered she 
had gone they cabled the German consul here 
to prevent her landing at Ellis Island on the 
ground that she was an immoral woman, 
But the warning came too late.

THOUGH ATTACKED 


Federal Bureau Shows Chicago 
Output Has Increased All 
This Year. 


ARMOUR NOT SURPRISED. 


74 
He and Others Believe Trade 
Must Continue to Gain 
Steadily. 


The beef scandal revelations made this 
year have failed to interrupt the output of 
the Chicago packers. Im fact, their domestic 
business in the first seven months of the 
year, during the greater part of which time 
the country wae agitated by the exposures 
and attacks on Packingtown, actually in- 
creased. 

Thie showing is made in the report of the 
department of commerce and labor of do- 
mestic trade movements in July and for the 


seven months of 1906 from Jan. 1. The re-- 


port was made public in Washington yes- 
terday. 
Shipments of packing house products from 
Chicago, with comparisons, follow: 
Shipments. 1904. . 19068. 
July—ibs .. 136,660,716 192,800,724 208,252,080 
First 7 mos.1,400,000,000 1,880, 000,000 1,675, 486,262 
The three largest items were 670,941,665 
pounds of dressed beef, 510,712,163 pounds of 
cured meats, and’ 248,929,252 pounds of lard. 


Packers Are Not Surprised. 

The findings of the federal bureau were 
no surprise to the packers. J. Ogden Armour 
commented as follows: 

“I believe that is correct. The domestic 
trade remained reasonably firm, despite at- 
tacks made upon it. Whatever trade we lost 
is coming back gradually, and the volume 
of business soon will exceed that of any 
former years, as is natural with increasing 
population and Increasing purchasing power, 
due to the advance in the standard of liy- 
ing. Of course, the export trade is still a 
little low, but we are hopeful of regaining 
lost ground there also. The moral effect of 
the new inspection law is rapidly recovering 
our trade for us, although the law does not 
become effective until] Oct. 1. 

“The United States, ike England, ts a 
beef eating nation. Vegetarianism in this 
land of brawn and success achieved by intel- 
ligent effort never will make much head- 
way. The workingman lives well here. He 
insists on having the best cuts of meat, and 
hie work, as well as his appearance, indicates 
that he is well fed. The government guar- 
antee that the packing house products are 
absolutely trustworthy—which, we claim, al- 
ways has been the case—is all that the public 
wants in this country, as well as abroad.”’ 


Swift Pleased with Report. 


Louis F.. Swift, on the other hand, appeared - 


surprised to learn that the volume of trade 
had increased. 

“I did not know that the domestic trade 
had stood up so well during July,” said he. 
“Of course we depend on the government 
statistics for our information and the news 
is pleasing. I am =srprised to learn 
it. I have been giving ai] my attention to 
the export trade recently, which, owing to 
the agitation against packing house products, 
has dwindled.”’ 

An officer of the National Packing company 
said the increased domestic trade for July 
wher hoes largely to the big cotton crop in the 
south. 

“The south,’’ said he, ‘has had an enor- 
mous crop of cotton and the country is fu!! 
of money and prosperity. There has been a 
great demand for pork in the sunny south. 
It comes from the rich people and the poor 
people and the colored folks. Not much of 
a demand for beef, but something enormous 
in ham, bacon, and other products of the hog. 
Nothing HMke the southern trade ever has 
been known before. There has been no yel- 
low fever in the south, no boll weevil to de- 
stroy the crops, all the factories are run- 
ning, and the people are living on the fat o/ 
the land. 


Country Generally Prosperous. 

“In a general way conditions are more 
prosperous throughout the country than ever 
before. The population is increasing, there 
is more money per capita, more money inthe 
savings banks, more employment, and at bet- 
ter wages, and it would be strange indeed if 
the meat industry, even with the backset it 
received a few monthg ago, would not reflect 
this general condition of prosperity.”’

Sketch of His Life. 


He was born at Essex forty-eight years ago, 
the son of Henry Wooster, a merchant of 
that town. Two brothers of Mr. Wooster, 
I, W. and Eugene De Forrest Wooster, live 
in Chicago, and two brothers, Henry C. and 
Lewis L. Wooster, are residents of Essex, 
Conn. Both parents died many years ago. 

Mr. Wooster became third vice president 
of the People’s company in 1897, following 
the absorption by this corporation of the 
Equitable Gas company, of which he was 
secretary. He came to Chicago originally in 
1885 and remained with the Equitable com- 
pany here for several years. 

Then he went to the company’s New York 
office, where he was in charge of stock 
transfers. On Sept. 1, 1891, he returned to 
Chicago and remaiged with the Equitable 
company until the merger was effected in 
1897. As third vice president, Mr. Wooster 
was the company’s fiscal agent, having 
charge of all fiscal matters and accounts of 
the corporation. ‘ . 


Death Shocks Associates.

Wooster’s motive for ending his life was a 
deranged mind, brought on by mental de- 
pression and melancholia as a result of the 
heat stroke which he suffered three weeks 
ago.

Dur- 
ing the period of financial stress through 
which the club passed following the panic 
of 1893, Mr. Wooster was a leader of those 
who came forward and aided in saving the 
club from financial ruin and dissolution. 

His enthusiasm for yachting led him to join 
with thirty other members of the club in hav- 
ing built the club’s yacht, Cherry Circle, 
which won the Lipton cup races on Lake 
Michigan August 21. He also was 4 member 
of the Chicago club, Exmoor Golf club, Chi- 
cago Yacht club and a director of the South 
Shore Country club. He also was a member 
of the Press club and the Crescent Yacht 


club of New York.

HEART DISEASE SUDDENLY 
ENDS LIFE OF POLITICIAN. 


Charles A. Wathier, Member of Board of 
Equalization, Expires While Sitting 
in a Chair at His Residence. 


‘ 

Charles A. Wathier, for twenty years a 
power in republican politi¢s in the First 
ward, died of heart disease yesterday in the 
parlor of Ais residence, 365 Fifth avenue. 
His son Albert found him seated lifeless in 
a chair. 

The funeral will be held on Thursday at 
St. Peter’s church, with which Mr. Wathier 
was connected for forty years. Burial will 
be in St. Boniface cemetery. 

Mr. Wathier was a member of the state 
board of equalization and on the executive 
committees of the republican central com- 
mittee and the state central committee. The 
last position was awarded him for his party 
fealty at the recent state corivention, and he 
sueceeded E. J. Magerstadt. 

While attending the state convention at 
Springfield he was nearly overcome with 
heat, and after the convention he spent ten 
days at Mount Clemens, Mich. 

Mr. Wathier was born in the grand duchy 
of Luxemburg Sept. 7, 1852, and with his 
parents came to this country eight years 
later. After finishing hie education he be- 
came a partner in the wholesaie jewelry bus!- 
ness with his brother under the firm name 
cf Joseph P. Wathier & Bro. Later he re- 
tired from business and was appointed dep- 
uty internal revenue collector by Collector 
Stone and was reappointed under Cohectors 
Mamer and Mize. ' 

He resigned in 1898 to become a deputy 
under Sheriff Gilbert, and was reappointed 
to that position by Sheriff Pease during the 
latter's first term. Since 1896 Mr. Wathier 
had not held a local salaried office. He was 
a member of the Hamilton club, and at one 
time active in its management. 

A widow and three sons—Charles A. Jr., 
John J., and Albert 8:—survive him, as well 
as three brothers, all residents of Chicago, 
and a sister who lives in Seattle, Wash. 
Although heart disease wap the cause of 
bis death, a complication of other diseases 
contributed to it. Formerly he weighed 
neatly 800 pounds, but within the last few 
years he was able to reduce this to about 200 


pounds.

Radicalism 
of conservatism, it is declared, are never 
matters of concern to republicans, but it is 
stated “they are content with practical and 
progressive ideas and the maturing of those 
ideas into positive performance.” Every 
statement made and all figures presented are 
declared in the foreword of the book to be 
official or authoritative, and the foreword 
concludes: 

“The truth is the highest exemplification 
of republican doctrines and policies, and 
party record the best plea that can be made 
for continuance in power.” 

In discussing the campaign issues of 1906 
thé book calls attention to the fact that since 
the termination of the Fifty-third congress, 
in 1805, the house of representatives has been 
républican, and adds that “ there is every 
reason to expect that a substantial working 
republican majority will be elected next 
November.” During those ten years, it is 
etated, “we have made a greater, advance 
aga nation and a people than ever was made

ELECTION RESULTS EXPECTED TO 
SHOW BIG DEMOCRATIC GAINS. 


Narrow Victory Predicted for Gov. 
Cobb, Opponent Giving Him Close 
Run—Election of Congressman Lit- 
tlefield Believed Assured—Personal 
Opposition of Gompers Expected to 
Show in Greatly Reduced Pliurality 
Prohibition Question Chief lsesue. 


Portiand, Me., Sept. 9.—[Special. ]—Repub- 
Itean forecasts of tomorrow’s state election 
give Gov. William T. Cobb a plurality of 8,000 
to 15,000. Two years ago his plurality was 
26,816, and four years ago 25,247. 

Many democrats believe he will do well to 
pull through with 5,000 votes tospare. Some 
of the democratic prophets say Cyrus W. 
Davis of Waterville, the democratic nom- 
ineey will win by at least 2,500 plurality. 

Of Maine’s four congressmen only Charles 
E. Littlefield of the Second district has had 
a lively contest. The personalppposition of 
President Gompers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, because of Littlefield's alleged 
opposition to labor measures in congress, 
made the fight in that district interesting. 


Littlefield Sure of Winning. 

Littlefield’s plurality two years ago was 
5,391. Opinions as to the outcome tomorrow 
differ materially, but. Littlefield says he is 
sure of winning. All his party friends and 
many democrats believe he will, but expect 
to see his plurality of two years ago split in 
half 


Congressmen Amos L. Allen, Edwin C. Bur- 
leigh, and Llewellyn Powers are likely to be 
reglected by reduced pluralities, in com- 
parison with their leads both two and four 
years ago. 

Democratic gains in legislative strength 
are anticipated. The present representation 
of that party in the legislature consists of 
four senators and twenty-five representa- 
tives. Because of local contests in many 
sections and because of a sharp fight on the 
liquor question, democrats are likely to dou- 
ble their legislative representation and may 
gain some county offices. 


Liquor Question Big Issue. 

The chief state issue in the campaign, 
which in many localities has overshadowed 
all other questions, relates to the proposed re- 
submission to the people of the constitutional 
prohibitory liquor law. The democratic plat- 
form favors resubmission and denounces 
the prohibitory law. The republican plat- 
form declares for a continuance of constitu- 
tional prohibition. All the temperance or- 
ganizations and most of the clergymen in 
the state are lined up with Gov. Cobb, be- 
cause of his strong declarations for the en- 
‘forcement of prohibition, which he made 
both before and in. the state convention. 

On the political complexion of the next 
legislature the reélection of United States 
Senator William P. Frye willdepend. The 
possibility of his retirement because of a 
legislative overturn seems remote. 


JEROME DECIDES TO ATTEND 
CONVENTION AT BUFFALO. 


District Attorney Says if Nominated for 
Governor He Will Have Something to 
Say on Platform—Sulzer Willing. 


New York, Sept. 9.—[Special.}]—District 
Attorney Jerome has decided to attend the 
democratic state convention at Buffalo on 
Sept. 25, and Congreseman Sulzer an- 
nounced that he would accept the demo- 
cratic nomination for governor if it were 
offered him. These were the developments 
in the democratic political tangle. 

District Attorney Jerome probably will go 
to Buffalo on Sept. 22, open headquarters, 
and be in touch with the situation. He will 
not go as a delegate nor as alternate. He 
thinks he should be on the ground when the 
drawing of the platform is gone over. When 
seen at his home in Lakeville, Conn.; today 
he said: 

“JT am not going as a man whose name has 
been mentioned as a candidate for the gov- 
ernorship. My chief interest lies in the plat- 
form which the convention will put out. Too 
much in past pigtforms of both the republican 
and: democratic parties has had no sig- 
nificance. They have been arranged to cater 
to this or that element or feeling, for the 
sole purpose of picking: up more ragtag and 
bobtail vates. 

“IT am willing to subordinate persona! 
judgment on all matters of detail to the 
united wisdom of the convention, yet any 
radical departure in the platform from what 
I always have believed to be real democratic 
doctrine would render it impossible for me 
to accept a nomination from the conven- 
tion, should it desire to nominate me. As 
those things cannot be adjusted by telegraph 
or telephone, I think it only fair and proper 
I should be on the ground in touch with the 
convention, 

“I don’t mean to assume to dictate. but 
I have a distinct right to say whether I can 
accept its platform honestly and advocate 
its doctrines when I take the stump. You 
see, as I have said about most platforms 
in general, they are filled with mere clap 
trap, simply designed to catch voters, and 
the principles enunciated are forgotten when 
the convention adjourns and are seldom 
adhered to by the candidates selected. This 
isnot fairtothe people. If I should be named 
by the convention, I want to be certain its 
platform makes nothing in the way of prom- 
ises or pledges that I could not indorse hearti- 
ly, honestly advocate all through the cam- 
paign, and carty out to the letter should I 
be elected: I believe every candidate should 
do everything in his power to carry out the 
principles of the platform. 

“ It is for this reason I intend to go fo Burt- 
falo to be on hand in time for the convention, 
for, should the convention desire to name me 
it is unquestionably my privilege and right 
to make sure that In the platform there are 
no declarations of principle to which I cannot 
subscribe and conform.

by his voice as one of the assailants. He is 
believed to have been the one who shot 
Vacek. Martin Wolleck, 4757 Lincoln street, 
was arrested aleo. He was identified by the 
young woman by the clothes he wore. 

‘When questioned by Assistant Chief 
Schuettler the two men made confiicting 
statements. Each denied he was in the 
vicinity of the murder, at Fifty-third and 
Robey streets, but declared the other sus- 
pect was. Both were seen hanging about 
Gage park, where the young couple had 
passed the early evening. 


Murder Prevents a Wedding. 

Vacek and Miss Smith were to have been 
married Saturday night. Vacek was secre- 
tary of the Illinois Pleasure, Athletic and 
Social club, and the members of that organi- 
zation had made arrangements to “ steal ”’ 
the bride and groom after the ceremony and 
hold an impromptu parade.

NEW TICKET READY SOON. 


INDEPENDENCE LEAGUE FINISH- 
ING ITS TASK. 


Bryan Speech Will Be Used by Fac-

Word was sent out yesterday that the In- 
dependence league would make public its 
ticket the latter part of this week or the first 
of next. Nominating committees have been 
at work for some time, and the promise is 
they will find enough candidates to make up 
a full county, legislative, and congressional 
ticket in the time named. 

“I cannot give out a list of the probable 
nominees,’’ said Theodore Nelson, “as I do 
not know who they will be myself. There 
have been subcommittees at work, one, for 
instance, on the county ticket, one on the 
legislative, and so on, and they have no* 
reported yet. It is promised, however, they 
will be ready in a few days.’’ 

The league expects to use that part of 
William J. Bryan's speech at the Jefferson 
club banquet in which he advised all demo- 
crats to vote against candidates on the party 
ticket who would not repudiate Roger C. 
Sullivan as one of the strong cards of its 
campaign. It will be the keynote so far ae 
urging democrats to bolt their party ticket 
goes, the cry being they can do so with good 
conscience, as William J. Bryan has told 
them to. 

The league also will advertise its ticket as 
being the special exponent of the Bryan pro- 
test against Sullivan, and everybody who 
believes with Bryan as against Sullivan will 
be asked to vote it. 


Democrats Scoff at League. 


The local democrats, however, profess to- 


believe they have not much to fear from 
the league’s ticket. They say no persons 
of any standing will consent to run on it, and 
the only effect it will have Will be to attract 
votes which would not be cast for the demo- 
cratic ticket anyhow and which might go 
to the republicans if there wes not this har- 
bor of refuge. 

In this line Walter O. Lantz, democratic 
candidate for the legislature in the Seventh 
district, came out in an “open letter” to 
Bryan, which was as long if not as sensa- 
tional as Sullivan's reply to the same man. 
The gist of it was that he refused to take 
Mr. Bryan’s advice and repudiate Sullivan, 
and was satisfied that a majority of the 
voters in his district would sustain him in 
his position. , 

A story was told around the Sherman 
house to the effect that “ Private John” 
Alien, the famous congressman from Mis- 
sissippi, was in Chicago last Tuesday and 
asked to attend the Jefferson club banquet 
and have a seat on the platform, but he re- 
fused.

GOSSIPS LOSE A PASTOR 


PREACHER RESIGNS BECAUSE OF 
WOMEN’S UNKIND REMARKS. 


When the Rev. David B. Hoagland of 


East Chicago Finds His Pretty Wife 
Weeping Over Things Said About 
Her by Envious Feminine Members 
of His Congregation He at Once 
Notifies Trustees That He win Sar- 
render His Pulpit. 


When the Rev. David B. Hoagland, pastor 
of the First Methodist Episcopal church of 
East Chicago, came home from a meeting 
two weeks ago and found his wife weeping 
over unkind remarks which certain womén 
of his congregation had made about her, he 
took drastic measures to show his devotion 
to her and his contempt for the persons who 
had grieved her. He sent in his resignation 
to the board of trustées at once, without giv- 
ing any reason for his action. 

The trustees read and reread the resigna- 
tion without coming to any agreement on 
the matter. No mention of the trouble was 
made at the time to members of the church 
at large, and it was not until yesterday that 
the secret of Dr. Hoagland’s sudden determi- 
nation to leave became public. A friend of 
the pastor and his wife disclosed the story 
of Nis anhger*“at the women who had started 
the gossip. 

Pastor’s Pretty Wife Is Envied. 

According to those in the church who are 
acquainted with the conditfons some of the 
women in Pastor Hoagland’s flock are en- 
vious of his pretty wife. It is said they 
openly betrayed their feelings by criticising 
Mrs, Hoagland’s quiet mode of dress and her 
dislike for an abundance of society. It is 
needless to say that the church has among 
its members the society leaders of the vil- 
lag¢. To Mrs. Hoagland’s ears, it is said, the 
disparaging rématks came, with the result 
that she wept over the matter until her hus- 
band discovered her in her grief. 

Dr. Hoagland admitted last night that he 
had resigned and would not deny that it was 
because of the unkind treatment his wife had 
received. He refused to talk about. the 
trouble. It ig stated by friends that he had 
been asked by many of his friends to recon- 
sider his action, but he has remained firm in 
his intention to leave. 

Married Two Years Ago. 

Dr. Hoagland is a graduate of Garrett Bibll- 
cal inatitute. He is only 28 years old. After 
receiving his diploma four years ago he went 
direetly to the East Chicago chargé and built 
it from & small congrégation to one of 
the largest in the village. He attained gen- 
eral popularity, and his management of the 
finances of the church, as well as his ser- 
mons, was the subject of much praise. 

Two years ago a demure, modest little girl 
came to East Chicago to teach school. She 
was Miss Alice Weatherwax of a small town 
in Hlinois. Dr. Hoagland soon féil in love 
with her and a few weeks later he surprised 
his flock by announcing that he had been 
married to Miss Weatherwax by the Rev. 
W. S. Hovis of South Bend, who was hie 
classmate at Hvanston. 

Then the tongues were started wagging 
and the climax was reached in thé events 
of two weeks ago. It is said the pastor has 
recéived a call to a church in Lafayette, 
Ind., and that he probably will be transferred 
by the conference which meets next week at 
Lebanon, Ind. Dr. Hoagland was well known 
while attending school at Evanstoh. He was 
an athlete and a leader in college activities.

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FOREMAN TO PUSH 


WORKON PEARSE 


Will Endeavor to Have the Con- 
vention in Full Swing Be- 
fore End of Month. 


MUST BEGIN ACTION SOON. 


Substitutes Likely to Be Chosen 
for Members Who Cannot 
Attend Meetings. 


Ald. Milton J. Foreman, president of the 
eCharter convention, announced yesterday 
that he would begin this morning to press 
the work of the body so that it would be 
able to make a report before the next meet- 
ing of the legislature. His program contem- 
plates having the convention in full swing 
by Oct. 1 and most of the work of the com- 
mittees completed before that. 

Incidentally he will ask that all members 
of the convention who do not have the time 
or inclination to attend to the work mapped 
out for them retire and have substitutes 
named in their place. Up to date it‘has been 
difficult to get a quorum of the body. 

Experts at the University of Chicago are 
preparing, for the information of the conven- 
tion, a digest of all the municipal charters 
of this country and Europe, setting forth the 
various powers and limitations in the matter 
of taxation and bond issuance, authority of 
the city councils, duties of maycrs and other 
executive officers and all other matters which 


enter into a city government. 


To Call for Committee Reports. 

“This digest,” Ald. Foreman said, “ will 
be ready by the end of next week and acopy 
will be furnished egch member at least five 
days before the convention gets down to 
work. It is expected to be of great value in 
hastening the work of the body as well as 
enabling them to come to more definite con- 
clusions. 

“My present plans contemplate calling a'l 
the committees of the convention together 
this week to find out what work they have 
done and what remains for them to do. I 
feel assured ali the delegates to the conven- 
tion recognize the importance of getting to 
work at once. 

“There is certainly no time to be lost 
@s naturally considerable will be spent in 
debate when the committee reports are 
brought up for discussion, There area num- 
ber of vexed questions about which there is 
@ wide difference of opinion, and they must 
be all thrashed out and some of them will 
take much time in the thrashing. 


Must Have Time for Debate. 


* Quite a number of the delegates have 
their own ideas about what the convention 


should or should not do, and they are not 


all of one mind by any manner of means, 
It is expected much good will come out of the 
debate, but whether it does or not the debate 
must be had, and we have to allow for it if 
‘Wwe are going to have a report ready to present 
.. the opening of the next legislature. In 

t, 
the sooner we get into action the better. 

“ One of our troubles in the past has been 
in getting a full representation of the dele- 
gates to meetings of the convention. A num- 
ber of people accepted appointments, but 
seemed to think it would be just as well to 
allow others to attend to the work. 


May Retire Inactive Members. 

“In view of this fact I shall write letters 
Wuesday to Gov. Deneen, Mayor Dunne, 
Speaker Shurtleff, and Lieut. Gov. Sherman, 
and the various boards who originally ap- 
pointed the delegates, calling the attention 
of the appointing powers to the fact that 
some of their appointees do not seem to take 
much interest in the work and suggesting 
that they communicate with them and find 
out whether they want to remain as mem- 
bers of the convention. 

“In case any of the delegates show a de- 
sire to withdraw or a disinclination to take 
an active part in the work I will suggest 
that substitutes be named in their places.” . 


LAVIN RETURNING TO DUTY; 
SUSPENSION PERIOD ENDED. 


Enspector’s Trial Before Police Board 
Will Go On with “Nic” Hunt as His 
Witness—Hotel “Graft” Hinted. 


Inspector P. J. Lavin will appear this morn- 
ing for duty at the headquarters of his dis- 
trict, the East Chicago avenue police station. 
Although under charges that will be heard by 
the civil service commission on Thursday, his 
thirty cays’ period of suspension expired last 
night. Chief Collins cannot suspend him for 
a longer period. without violating the civil 
service act. 

Former Inspector “ Nic’ Hunt, who will 
testify in Lavin's behalf, is expected to reach 
Chicago this morning from northern Michi- 
gan, where he has been fighting hay fever. 
He is expected to tell Phe trial board that 
Lavin did his best to bring Policeman Ma- 
honey to trial for the Hagemann burglary and 
give other testimony in behalf of the sus- 
pended inspector. Lavin will have thirty or 
forty witnesses and the other side nearly as 
many. 

Chi@ Collins doés:%, ect Mahoney’s af- 
fidavit, charging Lavin with having framed 
up the Hagemann burglary, to stand up in 
every particular. He expects, however, to 
introduce enough testimony from reputable 
Witnesses to convince the trial board that 
Lavin was guilty of neglect of duty in fail- 
ing to have Mahoney arrested when he knew 
that Mahoney committed the burglary. 

Blackmail said to have been levied by the 
police department on the levee hotels may be 
the subject of testimony either at the Lavin 
trial or at some succeeding hearing of another 
police officer. Agent8 of the Anti-Crime 
league are seeking to secure evidencethat the 
Stafford hotels, the Rensu and Brunswick, 
ano others in their class paid the police de- 
partment $6,000 a month for protection until 
‘@ few months before the hotels were raided. 
Such proprietors of the hotels as could be lo- 
cated yesterday would not deny or affirmthe 
report.

STONE LAID FOR GHAPEL, | 


CEREMONIES ARE CONDUCTED BY 
LUTHERAN CLERGYMEN. 


Rite Marks  eaitianeitanas of thasouyy for 
Bible School of Lutheraa Church— 
Addresses Are Made by Ministers 
of Several Different Congregations 
—One Speaker Criticises Public 
Schools Because Religion Is Not 
Taught to Boys and Girls. | 


Christian Science was declared yesterday 
by the Rev. G. H. Gerberding, instructor in 
the Chicago Lutheran seminary, to be found- 
ed on fraud. 

This chargé was made in an address de- 
livered to a large congregation, which had 
gathered at Magnolia and Balmoral avenues 
to witness the laying of the corner stone of 
the Bible School chapel of Unity Evangelical 
Lutheran church. 

Another minister, addressing the same con- 
gregation, declared boys and girls never will 
be made good Christians by attending the 
public schools. 

The stone was laid by the Rev. David A. 
Davy, pastor of Unity church, assisted by 
several other Lutheran clergymen. 


Attack on Christian Science. 

The Rev. Dr. Gerberding spoke from the 
text: “ Other Foundation Can No Man Lay 
Than that-Is Laid, Which Is Jesus Christ.” 
In the course of his address he said: 

“I was looking at the Frist Christian 
ne church of Chicago yesterday. . It isa 

t edifice from without and beau- 
tiful within. The structure|is a work of art 
and beautiful to the eye, but the foundation 
isa fraud. It ignores sin, and any organiza- 
tion om such a foundation will be a fraudand 
a failure.” 

Public Schools Criticised. 
“T rejoice in the laying of a corner stone 
of a new Lutheran church,” said the Rev. 
C. P. MacLaughlin, ‘‘ but I do not rejoice in 
the laying of a corner stone to a new public 
school unless a Lutheran church is built in 
connection with it. 
“In the public schools of Chicago religion 
and God are ignored. Our boys and girle. 
will never be made good Christian men and 
women in the public schools. It is impossi- 
ble to make good citizens without some train- 
ing in Christian religion. This will never be 
given them in the public schools of Chicago. 
The existing graft and dishonesty in our 
city polities is due to the lack of Christian 
religion in our schools in the past. ”’ 


BRYAN ATTACKED FROM PULPIT. 


Pastor of Pilgrim Congregational 
Declares Nebraskan’s Scheme for Pub- 
lic Ownership Is a Delusion. 


Regardless of the fact that some members 


are, admirers of William Jennings Bryan, 
the Rev. Frederick E. Hopkins, in his even- 
ing sermon in Pilgrim Congregational church, 
made a sharp attack om what he termed

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A MODEL COMMUNITY. 


There is a city in the United States with 
two million inbabitants and covering an area 
of about two hundred square miles. Much 
of thé area is lawn or garden, and water 
is weed. in summer to keep the lawns and 
gardens fresh. Yet so law abiding are the 
people of this city that not one of the two 
millions used water from a hose during the 
first half of the year between the hours of 
7 a.m. and 6 p.m. The name of the city 
is Chicago, and the authority for the state- 
ment. just made is the official report of the 
police department.. Last. year there were 
six persons so lawléss a8 to use the hose 
on garden, lawn, walk, or window during 
the day. This year, unless the offense has 
been’commifted since July 1, there are none. 
Or else the police have overlooked it. 

Tenants of upper flats complain that dur- 
ing the day theré is trouble in getting a flow 
of water. It seems to be running away 
somewhere... The water department reports 
that 70 per cent more water is pumped than | 
accounted for. Yet, so far as the police 
know, there were up to July 1 no violations 
of the aw -forbidding the use of hose for 
sprinkling or scrubbing purposes except 
from 6 to 10 p: m. and 5 to 7 a, m. 

It is. diMicult’to tell how violations may 


' be Brought to the attention of the police. 
It took a murder or two to reveal the fact 


that liquor was sold to minors or that hotels 
were used for purposes forbidden by ordi- 
nance, A murder is not so likely to grow 
out of the violation of the spripkling ordi- 
nance. Perhaps if some playful boy turned 
the hose on one of the high officials of the 
town good might conie of it. 

On the other hand, the activity of the’ 
police in collecting evidence of certain kinds 
ie shown by the fact that of the 5,899 cases 

violation of law by the traction com- 
panies reported by Expert Doty there was 
evidence enough to convict in six. This

A YEAR OF PEACE. 


A year ago last Wednesday the treaty of 
Portsmouth was signed. The war, which 
was rapidly sapping the resources of Rus- 
via and Japan, came to aclose. There was 
en end to bloodshed on the plains of Man- 
churia. Bach nation secured an opportu- 
nity to rest and recuperate. 

There is an extraordinary difference be- 
tween the course of events in Japan during 
the year and in Russia. The only point of 
agreement is that each country has had a 
famine. In Japan, when the war ended, the 
army became 6f secondary importance. The 
bulk of the troops as they were withdrawn 
from Manchuria were dikbanded and re- 
stored to productive industry. While the 
government is quietly strengthening the 
navy—something which Russia is not doing 
—it is devoting its energies to the develop- 
ment of trade and commerce. It is seeking 
to make a better market for Japanese 
products in Manchuria and to exploit the 
patural resources of Corea. It is building 
railroads and is endeavoring to make Dalny 
the great port which it was not while the 


_ Russians held it. What it has been doing 


at Port Arthur nobody knows. Since that 
fortress fell into Japanese hands it has been 
withdrawn from inspection. 

The Russian government has been able to 
do little of a constructive nature since the 
war ended. There has been too much 
domestic disquiet to permit of it. A con- 
sular report says thatthe municipality of 
Viadivostok has planned the construction 
of public works which will cost several 
million dollars. That is the only Pacific 
port left to Russia and many improvements 
should be made to draw commerce there. 
These plans, which may not be carried out, 
are about the only indications of commercial 
progress in Russia.

In all of these, New York, Boston, 
San Francisco, and Oakland, the cost of 
living is greater than in Chicago. 
Chicago pays its female elementary 
school teachers an average of $822 a year; 
St. Louis, §654; Baltimore, $525; Buffalo, 
$606; Pittsburg, $634; Milwaukee, $625; 
Louisville, $504; Peoria, $537; and Rock- 
ford, $417. It is absurd to say that the 
cost of living in Chicago makes it impos- 
sible to compete with other cities which 
pay from $200 to $400 a year less. Five 
hundred and forty-two cities pay less than 
Chicago, four cities pay more. Over 300 
eandidates took the last examination for 
Chicago certificates; nearly two-thirds were 
rejected as not up to the Chicago stand- 
ard; the Test have had their certificates 
held up by the board. It is the demorali- 
zation of the schools due to the dominance 
of the federation which prevents a larger 
number of competent, experienced teach- 
ers from applying here, not low pay. 

If the board finds that it is not in finan- 
cial straits, as :eported a day or two ago, 
it would be better to take some of the 
mofiey which higher pay would cost and 
provide school buildings with additional 
exits and other protection against fire.

The 
secretary has favored them with deposits 
of government funds in order that they 
might be the better able to meet the legiti- 
mate business demands of their communi- 
ties. The bankers to whom the secretary 
addresses himself have been loaning part of 
those funds in New York at high rates of 
interest.for speculative purposes. The sec- 
retary properly objects to this, for, as he 
explains, public deposits are made in aid 
of legitimate business. 
The higher rate of interest attracts the 
banker as much as it does the most inex- 
perienced investor. If the banker can get 
only 5 or 6 per cent.on loéns made to the 
local farmer or menufacturer, while he 
can get 15 per cent elsewhere, he is apt 
to forget his duty to his home customers, 
the men whom he should cultivate the 
most carefully, and to think) only of the 
profits which he can make for the bank 
and its stockholders. Money naturally 
flows where it can earn the most, and not 
every banker can resist the temptation to 
aid the flow. | 

The secretary invites bankers who have 
government deposits in excess of local 
needs to return the surplus to the treas- 
ury, which will place the money where 
it will do the most good. Probably the 
new “conscience fund” which the secre-| 
tary wishes to establish wil] have no con- 
tributors. It may be, however, that the 
secretary’s circular letter may do some 
good. He recognizes the legal right of 
any bank to loan money at home or 
abroad, even with the knowledge that it 
ia being used for speculative purposes, but 
he evidently thinks that interior banks 
should. not pay too much heed to the 
seductive call of the high interest rates 
which often prevail in Wall street. 
Doubtless many are open to criticism on 
this score, but the Chicago banks are not 
among them. 


IRRIGATION IN ILLINOIS. 

Vice President Fairbanks expresses the 
opinion that the time is not distant when 
[llinois farmers will resort to irrigation to 
save the corn crop from drought. This opin- 
ion will surprise most persons who know 
the conditions of agriculture in Illinois. The 
bane of farming in many parts of Llinois has 
been the moisture, which has had to be re- 
moved by an elaborate system of tile and 
‘surface draining. In no part of the state 
are disastrous droughts common. 

It is true, as Mr. Fairbanks says, that 
more intensive methods of farming will 
have to be adopted in Illinois as time goes 
on; that is to say, the land will be so valua- 
ble that it will have to bear more valuable 
crops. Will corn be the crop which the 
farmer will give his thought to in those 
deys? Probably not. At) present the 
farmer can afford to raise corn, The climate | 
is favorable and a good harvest is obtained 
without irrigation. If it were necessary. 
to go to the expense of irrigation some other 
crop would be substituted. In the far west 
new lands are being opened to cultivation. 
The irrigation projects of the west, redeem- 
ing land hitherto valueless, will pay. But

sonal letter expressive of warm regard.

Curiously enough, in Italy, where the influ- 
ence of the church is stil] powerful enough 
to prevent the enactment of any law of di- 
vorce, there is no popular prejudice against 
the Hebrew race and not only the minister 
of finance but also the . newly appointed 
minister of public instruction, Sig. Riva, 
is a professing Jew. To the same creed be- 
longed Gen. Ottolenghi, who was minis- 
ter of war and also commander of the entire 
northern frontier defenses, that is to say the 
gatekeeper of the peninsula, and there has 
even been a Jewish premier of Italy in the 
person of Baron Sidney Sonino. 

Italy is the only country that has thus far 
shown this freedom of racial prejudice. 
For, although in England there have been 
Jews on.the bench, such as for instance the 
late Master of the Rolls Jessel, and colonial 
governors such as Sir Matthew Nathan, who 
rules at Hongkong, there has never been a 
professing Jew in the cabinet, nor yet as a 
member of the French cabinet. A curious 
fact that has sometimes excited discussion 
is the abeence of Jews from the commissioned 
ranks of the navy. In England, France, 
Italy, and in Austria one finds plenty of Jew- 
ish officers of the army, some of them with 
the rank of general, but never a single Jew 
among the officers of the navy.

Now that King Leopold has allowed him- 
self to be photographed in the company of 
his fair friend, the Baroness Vaughan, and 
the picture has been published in a num- 
ber of the European newspapers, it is ridic- 
ulous to make any pretense of denying the 
intimacy between the two, Moreover, their 
relations, as well as the fact that the baroness 
gave birth about a yearago toason, of whom 
the king fe the father, furnished to the na- 
tional legislature of Belgium a pretext for 
refusing to accord to Prince Albert the In- 
crease of allowance which he had demanded 
from the national treasury on becoming, 
through his father’s death, the next heir to 
the crown. For it was argued in the chamber 
of deputies that the birth of a soh a few 
months ago by the Baroness Vaughan to the 
septuagenarian king indicated the possibility 
that the latter might éven now contract an- 
other marriage with a consort who might 
present him with an heir to his throne, in 
which event Prince Albert would of course 
cease to be heir apparent or entitled to draw 
any large annuity from the national treasury 
as such.

Meanwhile King Leopold’s infatuation for 
the baroness is leading to a good deal of un- 
easiness not only in Belgium but also at 
foreign courts. Her influence over him is 
shown by the fact that she has induced him 


l to throw all decency and sense of dignity 


to the winds in allowing himself to be pho- 
tographed with her and in other ways pub- 
licly “‘affichant "’ the fact that he is her de- 
voted slave. It is feared that she may even 
use her power over him to compel him to 
marry her, which would have the effect of 
legitimizing the son she has already borne to 
him. Who knows but what they may not 
already be married. In either of these events 
all sorte of complications would ensue with 
rogard to the succassion on his death, and the 
immensely strong socialist element in his 
dominions might take advantage of the fact 
to do away with the monarchy and to estab- 
lish a republican form of government in 
Belgium. In that case Prince Albert, whose 
private life has been entirely free from re- 
proach, and whose domestic relations are 
characterized by much happiness, would be 
sacrificed, an innocent victim of King Leo- 
pold's moral delinquencies, which have vir- 
t@ally disgusted the people at Belgium with 
monarchy.

The interstate commerce commission has 
mapped out an immense amount o. work 
that will keep its seven members busy for 
many months, 

Beginning next week the commission will 
begin an inquiry into the relations betw 
the railroads and companies engaged ik 
warding, handling, and elevating grain, and 
resume its investigation under the Tillman- 
Gillespie resolution into the operations of 
railroads and the coal and oil industries.

Inquiry to Begin in West. 

In the western coal fields similar condi- 
tions are said to exist. The commission soon 
will begin its inquiry in that section. During. 
the summer, while the commission has held 
only one hearing under the authority of the 
Tillman-Gillespie resolution, it has not been 
idle. Special agents have been busy getting 
cases ready that will be thrashed out before 
the commission at public hearings. 

Probably not in many years has the com- 
mission been so successful in delving into 
the cperations of railroads as it has been with 
the coal investigation. Railroad officials 
found when they presented themselves to 
offer evidence that representatives of the 
commission had in some way got behind the 
scenes and when the special counsel put 
questions they usually related to specific 
transactions involving the transfer of coal 
stock to men who had to do with transporta- 
tion matters in the management of the rail- 
road property. 

That was the experience of eastern rail- 
road men. The western railroad men will 
get the same kind of reception. 


Sift Abuses in Grain Handling. 

It was charged during the senate debate on 
the resolution authorizing the commission 
to inquire into alleged abuses in the handling 
and elevation of grain that many railroads 
in the west owned elevators and discrimi- 
nated against private concerns. The roads 
already have been called upom by circular 
for certain information in this connection. 
On Sept. 17 the so-called Peavey case, in- 
volving the charge that the Union Pacific 
railroad company paid the Peavey Grain 
company 1% cents a pound for elevation at 
certain terminals, which payment, it is al- 
leged, is in the nature of a rebate, will be 
taken up for hearing. This will be the be- 
ginning of the inquiry authorized by con- 
gress. 

Probably the most important matter be- 
fore the commission under the new rate law 
is the problem of export cotton rates, which 
will be taken up on Thursday. Cotton carry- 
ing roads have applied for permission to 
change the export rates on cotton in less 
than thirty days. They assert it is impos- 
sible to comply with the thirty day require- 
ment owing to uncertainty about the supply 
of vessels. If this privilege were granted 
like demands might come from all classes of 
carriers and shippers interested in export 
trade, \ 


LONDON HALTING OVER MONEY. 


Uncertainty Regarding Status of New 
York Market Causes Trading on 
’Change to Stop.

LONDON, Sept. 9.—Though a check came 

last week to the advance in prices on the 
stock exchange it did not mean that the hope- 
ful tone which has prevailed for some time 
has lessened in any degree. The depression 
in nearly all departments except the Amer- 
ican has been caused by uncertainty regard- 
ing money, owing to high rates in New York, 
the facilities offered by Secretary Shaw for 
importing gold, large withdrawals of eagles 
from the Bank of England, and certain ru- 
mors that these withdrawals will continue 
on a large scale for some time to come. 

In the South African section it might have 
been expected that with the decision of the 
government to waive its claim to £30,000,000 
sterling which the Transvaal owed this coun- 
try as its share of the cost of war, business 
would look up. On the contrary, there was 
a fresh fall in mining shares. There seems 
to be an impression in the best informed quar- 
ters a sharp rise in rates-is imminent, and 
that the unwillingness of bankers and bill 
brokers to take American bills except at high 
rates will check gold withdrawals and restore 
confidence. 

Union Pacific is still receiving the most 
support among the Americans. Canadian 
Pacific shares have received strong support 
on further excellent traffic réturns, and are 
4 points higher than a week ago.

TRADE IN WHOLESALE LINES.

Buyers from the interior have been present 
in larger numbers than usual, the heavy re- 
tail business being reflected in the increased 
demand for general merchandise for ship- 
ment. 


STOCKS IGNORE TIGHT MONEY. 


Week’s Close on New York Exchange Is 
Strong Despite Adverse Bank 
Statement.

New York, Sept. 9.—[Special]—That the 
powers which have in hand the manipulation 
of the present market have no fear of a 
money stringency was evidenced on the New 
York stock exchange yesterday, when 
prices rose aggressively after the publication 
of the bank statement showing a deficit in 
legal reserves of $6,577,925.

Favorable Weather and Rxpectation

Quotations at the Saturday close 
registered declines of 1%c for September, 
2%c tor December and 2\c for May, as com- 
pared to the @nal price of the previous week. 

The cry of 6 cent wheat can be heard 
in many circles, but there are those among 
the bulls who believe that further recessions 
will be slight, and they have been buying on 
the expectation of a “natural reaction,”’ al- 
though they confess that there is but litle 
on the “immediate” surface to Warrant an 
upturn of much consequence. While there 
were important items of bullish news from 
abroad, the trade in general saw nothing but 
the bearish domestic features—ideal weather 
for rusting the grain to market in the north- 
west, the increasing probability of a much 
brisker movement from the spring wheat re- 
gion to market, a hopeless outside speculative 
interest, and the continued indifference of 
exporters to our prices. 


Indian and Australian Exports Light. 

Leading foreign markets evidently are ex- 
pecting lower prices for American wheat, 
and, while they continued to hold themselves 
away from this side’s wheat, they displayed 
comparative firmness, principally on condi- 
tions on their side of the pond. Indian and 
Australian exports last week were materially 


+ under those ot the corresponding period in 


1905, and Broomhall calculated, that the 
week's total world's shipments would not 
exceed 8,000,000 bu, compared to actual ex- 
ports of 10,088,000 bu a year ago. 

Advices from Russia were mixed. Some 
were to the effect that the spring wheat sit- 
uation was indifferent to poor, while the 
winter situation was up to early optimistic 
expectations. It is a little too early yet to de- 
termine just how important a part Russia 
will play ip the matter of supplying Europe 
with the breadstuff, but the bulls are figur- 
ing that it will disappoint the bears in the 
matter of exporting. 

“ While our wheat is of superior quality,” 
said a student of the trade, “ we are going 
to have a tremendous amount of it. Weare 
going to use much more than we got away 
with last year, and it Js only reasonable to 
believe that the other side must eventually 
come to our shores for large quantities. Just. 
how much Europe is going to take is only a 
matter of conjecture. If earlier conditions 
are to be given weight now, the extent of 
Europe's imports has been very disappoint- 
ing. Grading of the new spring wheat has 
not been up to expectations, aithough I see 
no reason why the ultimate outcome should 
not be in keeping with the rosy predictions, 
Wheat intrinsicaily is worth more than last 
year's grain brought, it seems to me, for the 
quality of the 1905 yield was much under 
that of this year.” 

Outside Indifference Depressing. 

“The painful absence of outside support is 
one of the most depressing features in tne 
market at this time and there does not seem 
to be much on the horizon to warrant @ 
pickup in this sort of trade. There really is 
but little to warrant outside speculators in 
taking a whirl at the market. Until condi- 
tions assume a much more different aspect 
I look for a scalping, dull, dragging market.’ 

The visible supply of whedt at the begin- 
ning of last week was in the neighborhood of 
31,000,000 bu, or about 17,000,000 bu in ex- 
cess of that of a year before. Theincreasing 
stocks and the tightness of money are strong 
arguments against the bulls’at this time. 
General prosperity in almost all branches of 
business is giving speculation a dull color in 
the eyes of men with money. 


Weather Weighs on Corn Values. 


Ideal weather for the maturing of the crop 
and a more pronounced disposition on the 
part of farmers to sell their old stock coupled 
with the weakness in wheat to give the corn 
market a tone of easiness last week. The 
week’s final prices showed declines of 14%@ 
1\%c for September, 2c for December, and 1%c 
for May, as compared to the last quotations 
of the week before. 

The increased willingness of agriculturists 
to sell corn strengthened the belief in many 
hitherto doubtful circles that the old crop 
holdings on farms are large. Almost all im- 
portant sections wired in most favorable 
advices as to the progress of the growing 
crop, and they expressed opinion that an- 
other fortnight of reasonably fair conditions 
would find the grain beyond the danger line. 

‘* Despite the easier trend of the market re- 
cently,” said a bull, “I do not believe that 
conditions warrant a still further breaking 
of values. It has come to be that we must 
of necessity raise enormous yields in order 
to care for our own requirements. So, itmay 
be argued, such a yield as is promised this 
year is not necessarily a bearish argument. 
The new alcohol bill, which becomes effective 
Jan. 1 next, is being weighed too lightly in 
the matter of importance in the corn market. 
It also must not be overlooked that not much 
more than 20 per cent of our total yield in 
past years has reached the market in the 
form of corn. Of this 20 per cent the for- 
eigners have had to be cared for and their 
requirements naturally will increase as 
their numbers increase. ‘Corn may go lower, 
but I like it for a purchase and a hold on all 


recessions.” 


Relatively Firmest Cereal. 

Oats relatively were the strongest grain in 
the list last week, although the final prices 
showed losses of %c for September, %@ic 
for Decembem and 1\%c for May, as cotn- 
pared to the final quotations of the week 
before. At times, particularly when the 
more important cereals were being hardest 
pressed, bears took advantage of conditions 
and hit the market hard, but the weaker 
spots found buying ofa goodsort. Conserv- 
ative men in the trade still cling to the belief 
that with the prospects of a total yield fully 
150,000,000 bu under that of last year’s crop 
there can be but little to drag values much 
farther down. 


Provision List Is Easier. 


“Provisions, suffering more from the ab- 
sence of trade and the weakness in grains, 
ruled easier the greater part of the week, 
closing well under the closing values of the 
week before. Receipts of bogs at the leading 
western points were large enough to inspire 
hope among the bears, and the shipments of 
meats were well under those of the similar 
week last year. The excellent progress of 
the corn crop also has taken considerable 

starch out of bullish confidence, but there 
still remain many who believe that prices 
will take on more strength before the end 
of the year is reached. The packers stillare 
said to be in control of the gemeral situation, 
but at times last week they éx perienced aifmfi- 
culty in preventing what might have been

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BANKS MAKE THE MARKET 


PRESENT ADVANCE IN STOCKS AP- 
PEARS TO BE ARTIFICIAL. 


Public Not in the Game to Any Ex- 
tent, and Doubt Arises as to Ability 
of Wall Street Interests to Carry 
Through the Campaign Unaided— 
Large Deficit of Saturday Fails to 
Depress Prices—Great Activity in 
Wholesale Lines. 


The stock market position has become @ 
contest between the resourcefulness of the 
banking Interests of New York and the busi- 
ness demands of the country for money. Con- 
clusions as to the outcomeare as yet a matter 
of choice. 

The aituation is unusually interesting and 
its development in the next few weeks prom- 
ises to give the measure of the men who are 
making the present stock market. They are 
not the public and there is no public demand 
to create this adwance in prices. It is believed 
to be in a large measure artificial, though if 
dividends are to be increased substantial gup- 
port will lie beneath any ordinary price fab- 
ric. 

The calls upon the Wall street banks for 
actual currency are the heaviest in years, 
if not the heaviest within the period of their 
existence. They are at the same time less 
able to meet the demand in the regular course 
of banking. At the same time the market has 
never been so fully espoused by the rich bank- 
ing interests and they may be able to accom- 
plish what has not been accomplished in the 

ast. 

” Already there is prospect early this week of 
over $16,000,000 in gold engaged for import 
being credited to the reserves of the banks. 
The loss in cash of the banks last week was 
$16,408,100 and there stands a deficit of $6,- 

577,925 to be made up. There is no reason 
to believe the outward movement of currency 
in the present week, will be less than it was 
last week, so that the volume of gold imports 
will probably be enlarged. This again will 
lead to an increase in the Bank of England's 
minimum discount rate and obstacles will. be 
thrown in the way of the bank parting with 


its gold. 


Running a Huge Game. 

The determination of the market interests 
to continue the bull campaign is undoubted- 
ly pronounced. In the face of the largest 
bank deficit in ten years stocks were ad- 
vanced last Saturday. The deficit was in- 
deed three times the amount of any other 
one in the period named. But it did not 
dampen the cheerfulness of those who have 
undertaken for their own benefit to play a 
huge game in the market. 

Indeed their game is so large that its wir- 
dom in the circumstances may be doubted. 
-It only points out the great concentration of 
wealth in the hands of a few men, who are 
using it for speculative purposes. The rail- 
road treasuries are open to the demand for 
funds to keep stocks going. In a way every 
important pailroad company in the country 
has, ite headquarters in Wall street. The 
operating managers get their orders from 
Wall street, and Wall street is consulted first 
and the railroad properties afterward. When 
the welfare of each happens to coincide, se 
much the better for the railroad and the 
country. But when stocks which were wa- 
ter and cost nothing are boosted to the 10 
per cent dividend basis while the property 
itself is in need of improvements the coun- 
try will look at the situation and wonder 
what can be done to change it. 

The people who are in the market and con- 
ducting this campaign are not distressed 
about what the people will do. They must 
be shown before they wilt believe. Their im- 
mediate environment is one of money grab- 
bing, and to them all the world looksalike. 


Bank Statement. 

The bank statement on Saturday showed a 
heavy decrease in deposits, being $27,848,100. 
This decrease was of great assistance in 
holding down the deficit In the excess reserve. 
It armounted in fact, to $6,000,775. The deficit 
stands at $6,577,925. The last previous deficit 
was one of $1,246,500. It occurred on Dec. 
9, 1905, and was overcome in the succeeding 
statement. The deficit immediately prior to 
that was on Nov. 11, when the deficit was 
$2,428,000. This also continued for but one 
week. 

In the matter of deposits and cash the asso- 
clated banks are in a much poorer position 
than last year. They hold less cash by 
$39,211,400. Their deposits are less by $111,- 
208,500. The money market in the current 
month has already touched 40 per cent, as 
against an average last year for September of 
2% to 5 per cent, with the high rate at 8 per 
cent. 

The Chicago demand on New York is larger 
than last year and the demand on Chicago ‘or 
the current calendar year shows shipments 
out of the banks to the country to have been 
$28,077,300 in excess of total receipts. The 
local money market is a6 per cent one, and 
firmly such. In view of these conditions the 
struggle between Wall street and the rest 
of the country should be something spectacu- 
lar before the end of the year. 

Local Bank Share Market. 

The local bank share market continues 
weak. Prices are influenced by the unfavor- 
able developments of the current year in the 
banking business. And certainly for the 
small investor this le no time to buy bank 
stocks.
